• Heads Of Sub-Committees Have Issued 


Almost a Thousand Letters Calling 
Entire County to Attend Meeting 


"DETERMINATION 
AND PURPOSE" 


Clearfield County's part in clothing, feeding and 


cquiping the next army to be raised by conscription is to 
be thoroughly discussed from veery angle at a meeting 
called for next Saturday to be held at Clearfield, possibly 
in the Auditorium of the New High School Building. 


Next Wednesday there will be about forty of our fin- 


est young men entrain for Camp Lee. They will be fol- 
lowed in from two to three weeks by at least that many 
more. And the end is not yet. Within the next six weeks 
Cearfield County will have furnished over seven hundred 
men by selective conscription. These men go to make up 
the New National Army of 687.000 men and for the most 
part their needs have been attended to. When these men 
all get to camp our men in arms will number over one 
and one half millions. 


After these men have been sent to camp it is an as- 


sured fact that President Wilson will direct the War De- j 
partment to again put the machinery of the examining 
physicians and exemption boards into motion and the well 
lubricated system of selection will move until another mill- 
ion soldiers will be selected. Knowing as you do, the 
standing p£ the men of military age around you, you can 
almost reach, qut and touch the men who will go next. 
Some are relatives, many are bosom-friends-ted you have 
a speaking acquaintance with practically'all of them. 


Americans are learning the lessons of preparednesk 


We no longer believe in sending men to the army and buy- 
ing their food after they are in camp. It would be mur- 
der to send them to the front without an abundance of 
the best ammunition and the latest type of instruments 
of war. It is to provide these things for the army that 
is to be raised that me must arrange for now. Every 
man and woman who turned out to cheer the boys as they 
marched away will be on hand Saturday to listen to the 
discussion of ways and means to sustain those boys in 
their camps and on the battle fields.

a donation either at this meeting or at any other time.

Clearfield County's part in clothing, feeding and 


cquiping the next army to be raised by conscription is to 
be thoroughly discussed from veery angle at a meeting 
called for next Saturday to be held at Clearfield, possibly 
in the Auditorium of the New High School Building. 


Next Wednesday there will be about forty of our fin- 


est young men entrain for Camp Lee. They will be fol- 
lowed in from two to three weeks by at least that many 
more.

Within the next six weeks 
Cearfield County will have furnished over seven hundred 
men by selective conscription. These men go to make up 
the New National Army of 687.000 men and for the most 
part their needs have been attended to. When these men 
all get to camp our men in arms will number over one 
and one half millions. 


After these men have been sent to camp it is an as- 


sured fact that President Wilson will direct the War De- j 
partment to again put the machinery of the examining 
physicians and exemption boards into motion and the well 
lubricated system of selection will move until another mill- 
ion soldiers will be selected. Knowing as you do, the 
standing p£ the men of military age around you, you can 
almost reach, qut and touch the men who will go next. 
Some are relatives, many are bosom-friends-ted you have 
a speaking acquaintance with practically'all of them. 


Americans are learning the lessons of preparednesk 


We no longer believe in sending men to the army and buy- 
ing their food after they are in camp. It would be mur- 
der to send them to the front without an abundance of 
the best ammunition and the latest type of instruments 
of war. It is to provide these things for the army that 
is to be raised that me must arrange for now. Every 
man and woman who turned out to cheer the boys as they 
marched away will be on hand Saturday to listen to the 
discussion of ways and means to sustain those boys in 
their camps and on the battle fields.
